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Let’s clear a few things up 


To begin with, Doctor Ahmed Fishmonger does not currently, nor has he ever existed 
in this universe. That name belongs to a body of work, not a person. 

In the nineteen eighties, I started a magazine called “GET STUPID”, a Xerox produced 
affair that was at first quite similar to numerous other projects being produced throughout 
the developed world in that era. They were called “ ‘zines” by those who made them and 
read them. “’zine” is not short for magazine, but for fanzine. The great majority of them 
concerned the burgeoning punk rock/garage band phenomenon and that’s where the fan 
part comes from. In the case of mine and several others, it was less obvious. Donna 
Kossy, who produced a ‘zine called “False Positive” once said “If what I make is a 
fanzine, I wish someone would tell me what I’m a fan of.” Pretty much the same went for 
GET STUPID, and by the way, Ms. Kossy was a contributor and friend to Get Stupid. 

The Name Ahmed Fishmonger is a stupid play on words derived from a source some 
might find strange. In Charles Fort’s book LO! , he notes an apparent fall of fish near 
Worcester England in 1881. His facetious explanation involved “a mad fishmonger” and 
a team of assistants throwing seafood all around the town in the wee hours for no 
apparent reason. Surely a more reasonable explanation than them actually falling from 
the sky. Ahmed Fishmonger sought to be the first cause of inexplicable happenings. 

The works, mostly cut paper collages, were designed to be aesthetic and yet stubbornly 
defy any attempt to impose meaning upon them. The images are similar in general feeling 
to the collage works of Emst or Cornell, but come from a slightly different place. Ernst 
and Cornell were attempting to recreate the experience of dreams, Dr. Fishmonger was 
trying to drain intellectual content from print media. The Fishmonger work offers the 
promise of meaning without delivering it. It has been great entertainment for me over the 
years to hear the various meanings that some people have attached to the various works. 

Honestly looking at the stuff is basically a huge waste of time. Put this book down 
now, it will supply you with no information. 


A REVOLUTIONARY PRINTING PROCESS 


Drawings and photos, The Haloid Company 

Xerography is a new dry electrical process of 
printing and reproducing documents and drawings. 
(The word comes from the Greek «eros, dry, and 
graphein, to write.) The xerographic plate corre- 
sponds to the film or paper used in photography. 
It consists of an electrically conductive back- 
ing material; this has a coating that does not 
conduct electricity in the dark, but that becomes 
conductive when exposed to light. The above dia- 
rams show how xerography works. 1. The sur- 

ace of the specially coated plate is electrically 
charged as it passes under wires. 2. The coating 
is now charged with positive electricity. 3. Copy 
(E) is projected through the camera lens. Pos- 
itive charges disappear in the areas exposed to 
light, as shown by white space. 4. A negatively 
charged powder adheres to the positively charged 
image. 5. A sheet of paper is now placed on the 
plate and receives a positive charge. 6. Posi- 
tively charged paper attracts powder from the 
plate. 7. The print is heated for a few seconds 
to fuse the powder and form a permanent print. 


The 
xerographic plate may be exposed in a camera 
under an enlarger or in a contact printing frame.

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HOW AND WHEN TO SLEEP 


\ , YE are somewhat in danger of 
forgetting how to sleep now- 
adays. 


The distinction between what we call 
sleep and what we call waking is only 
relative. There is a continuous gradation, 
in reality, from abnormal and, so to speak, 
morbid sleep at one end, through many 
stages that are normal, up to abnormal 
and morbid excitement at the other end. 


What happens in the brain to produce 
sleep we cannot say. Physical or chem- 
ical changes, or both, must occur; and the 
problem is not entirely unpractical, for 
the solution of it should help us to control 
sleep and produce it safely. 


No one's health, sanity or efficiency can 
do without a certain minimum of sleep; 
and it is a mistake to assurne that, if one 
man gets five hours and another ten, the 
first needs only half as much as the second. 
If his sleep be twice as deep, he gets as 
much, but he gets it quickly. This isa very 
precious faculty for the worker; and if it; 
can be learned, which may in some degree 
be possible, the learning is worth while. 


Such observations, and many others, 
lead us to suppose that the quantity of 
blood in the sleeping brain must be dimin- 
ished. They help us to understand why 
one should be warm enough in bed, mean- 
ing that we have plenty of blood in the 
skin; they partly explain the serious ob- 
jection to cold feet in bed, and the fact 
that toasting the toes at the fire after a 
hearty lunch, and thus liberally supplying 
the feet and the digestive system with 
blood, may markedly promote sleep, not- 
withstanding what we have said about 
the natural rhythm of sleep and waking. 
Even so, we must not overstate the facts. 
The evidence suggests that a too bloodless 
or anemic brain cannot sleep. 
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Beyond this there are' many 
stages of excited and tense attention, as 
of the soldier who is so awake to the fight 
that he is unconscious of the bullet in his 
leg, leading up to the intense and passionate 
and dangerous absorption of ecstasy, usu- 
ally religious in form, or of agonized and 
sleepless grief, 

This, indeed, is where the study 
of dreams finds its value today, and this 
is where they may indeed be held capable 
of predicting the future — for the man who 
habitually has coherent and well-remem- 
bered' dreams, especially if they be re- 
peated, may look upon them as rather 
ominous, whatever they may be about. 
He is probably not getting a good quality 
of sleep, and should see to'it. Best of all 
is to have no dreams; or, if we all must 
dream, to have no remembered dreams. 
Next best is to have one’s dreams few, un- 
distressing, and so incoherent that they 
can scarcely be pieced together afterwards. 
Definite, clearly articulated dreams, which 
we can recall in detail, are less satisfactory, 
for it seems probable that they involve 
the action of more areas of the brain, and 
thus mean that more of it was awake at 
the time. Worst of all are nightmares, 
which are a real evil, definitely condemna- 
tory of the quality of sleep, and demand- 
ing serious attention. Nightmares are 
frequent in one particular form of heart 
disease, which is not common, and is be- 
coming even less so. As a rule, the dis- 
turbance which so uncomfortably excites 
and half awakens the brain in these cases 
is to be found in the stomach or some 
other part of the digestive tract, But 
sooner or later, even in these cases, nature 
asserts her demands and prolonged sleep 
is necessary to maintain health and vigor. 
The account with sleep cannot be indefi- 
nitely overdrawn without physical bank- 
ruptcy.
